Seattle, Aug. 12.—The blocade of
Klondikers at Dyean and Fkuuawuy}
will lead to much suffering this winter,
Captain Amex, who was the pilot of |
the gteamship Islander, which has just |
returned from the north, says that mat-
tere could not be much worse . Two
thousand people are camped along the
rocky shore with a few horses or pack
animals at hand, and they have prac-
tleally no chance of gettlng over the
yags, One of the Unlted States com-
missloners by using his official influ-
ence and paying #4490 In cash, managed
to get the Indians to pack his outfit
over the Chilkoot Pass to the lakes.

INJUNCTIONS
ARE SWEEPING

Latest Scheme to Thwart the Siriking
Mioers.

MARCHES DECLARED UNLAWFUL

The Courts Are Expected to Decide
That Strikers Have No Right to As-
semble and Influence Men Agninst
the Conl Compnnies==Strikers Pro-
test Agninst Action of Courts in
Granting Injunction at Turtle Creek

Plttsburg, Aug. 12.—-8weeping and
far-reaching injunctions now figure in
the coal miners’ strike in the Piltts-
burg district. The developments of to-
day tend to make the situation a
strange one, and It appears that the
crisin Is not at hand.

The strikers have have demonstrated
that thelr assemblages, marches and
missgionary work have materially af-
fected the output of the New York and
Cleveland Gas Coal company, while at
the same time public sympathy has
been enlisted In their cause. The sher-
iff's proclamation, Issued two weeks
ago, restralning the men from assem-
bling and marching, has been a dead
letter and the marches have been con-
tinued dally. No disturbances of any
kind have occurred, the officials of the
miners contriving, through the whole
time, to keep their men within peace-
ful bounds, The preliminary Injune-
tion issued today by Judges Collier
and Stowe, now brings the matter to
the county courts for settlement, The
case will be heard on Monday morn-
ing, and the decislon is looked forward
to with much interest. The miners and
their officlals claim that they are keep-
tlon; also that they have a right
to assemble in peace and demonstrate
to the world that they are being
wronged by a rate of wages that keep
them constantly at the polnt of starva-
tion; also that they have a right
to use their presence and Influence
among men wWho are militating against
thelr interests by continuing at work.

The New York and Cleveland Gas
Coal company, on the other hand, as-
sert that the marches and assemblages
are unlawful and a menace to their
employes, many of whom, they say,
are willing to work provided the strik-
ers remain away.

If the strikers continue thelr marches
In the morning as they now say they
will, In definnce of the injunction, ca-
plas will be issued for the offenders on
the charge of contempt of court
Bhould the injunction be enforced, the
strikers’ camps around the De Armitt
mines will soon be extinct. The strik-
ers, though excited over the turn of
events, are In no wise disheartened.

Developments at Cononsburg are be-
fng watched closely. The avowed in-
tentlon of the strikers to moarcH to-
morrow morning despite Judge Melll-
valne's Injunction is expected to re-
sult In bloodshed or the fliling of the
county prisons with the arrested min-
ers.

When the news of the injunctlon
granted by the county courts, practl-
cally brezking up the camp, reached
Turtle Creck, the wildest excitement
ensued, The strikers were emphatle
In thelr protests against the action.

A conference of the camp leaders was
at once called for and plans were dis-
cussed for some means of holding the
ground gained agninst the New York
and Cleveland company,

DOLAN BAID “THANK YOI

The Injunctlion, secured by the New
York and Cleveland CGias Coal company,
was read Lo Pregidant Dolan by a depu-
ty this afternoon at miners' headguar-
ters, Mr. Dolan scarcely stopped his
writing for more than a second and
When the reading was finlshed,acknow]-
edged it by merely saying “thank you."

He gays the Injunction will not
change the miners’ campalgn in the
least.  Ex-FPresident Cameron Miller
came Into headquarters shortly after
this incident. He said the miners will
continue a8 heretofore, using all lawful
means possible to keep miners from
working during the struggle for better
WAECR.

The court officials intend to try to
forestall the customary march in the
morning by going to the camps tonight
und read the Injunction to the campers,
If this I8 done, the crisla will be cer-
tainly reached about 4 o'clock in the
morning a8 the strikers appear deter-
mined to test thelr rights to carry out
their usual programme. It is mald
that when the deputies do start 1o en-
foree the Injunction they will be com-
pelled to arrest every man for contempt
and that as fast as the men are placed
in fall, others will be brought into
camp to take thelr places and thus the
deputies will be kept busy making ar-
regts, until the Jalls are overcrowded,

The strikers clalm that this move-
ment of the company is only another
plan for getting the militia on the
ground. Wheen they find that the min-
erg will not obey the Injunction and
the jalls become crowded it Is expect-
ed that the sherlff will adjudge that his
deputies are not suffielent to cope with
the situation and he will be constrain-
ed to call out the militia.

This e¢vening the strikers at Plum
Creek held a meeting and voted unan-
Imously to hold the fort, but not te
resist arrest. The resolutions say that
If one man I8 arrested they will have
to arrest all,

At 1156 p. m. Bheriff Lowry and his
deputies, numbering one hundred, left
Turtle Creek for Plum Creek. The dis-
tance they will have to travel Is about
12 miles and they expect to be on hand
before the strikers march on Plum
Creck. The sheriff is determined to

srry out he order of court and says

& will purely urrest the leaders as soon
as the march begins, If new leaders
are substituted, they also will be gath-
cred In, While the big majority of the
strikers are willing to go to Jall unde-
sintingly, there are a few of the hot
heads who have announced that they
will not be taken alive. This minority
may be the means of cnusing strife in
the murning.

The hides wera
started through the precess of tanning
and the liqucrs dralned into the creek.
Not long afterwards severnl head of cat.
tle running at jurge died and to this date
& score have gone to the bone yard, It
was discovered that the cattle drank
water from the creek. Sorre of the tan-
nery employes were saogequently taken
sick and four have dded s0 far. Investi-

gation revealed the fact that the hides
were Infootedd with aunthrax
Only one man who has been afMicted has
incovered. The discase proves fatnl in
from five to eight days,

Considerable alarm exiets at Falla Creek
over the fatal effects and possible spread
of the dipsase. The matter has been kept
as secret as possible but it I understood
that it has been referred to the state
board of health and that an investigation
will be instituted.

HANNA SHIPWRECKED.

Thrilling Experience of the Senator
and Parly on Lake Superior.

Killed Jaboz Lemon Must Have
Been Fired from a Distance~«Dr,
Knapp's Experience with Pleces of
Muslin.

Montrose, Aug. 12—The second day
of the trisd of John Waltz opened
bright and fair. Waltz wore a pair of
blue glasses and even in the afternoon
he still viewed the trial through a
glnag darkly.

r. Wilson has been operating on
Waltz's eyes and has made several in-
cislong with his scalpel, His daughter
Allce, and brother George, again oc-
eupled seats at his side, They are loyal
to him and today when the tendency of
evidence was certainly unfavorable to
Waltz they cast loving glances at him
and evidenced sympathy which waa
pathetle.

At the opening of court 'Squire Bra-
man wes placed upon the stand and
his cross-examination completed. His
testimony dwelt upon the holding of an
innuest over which he, as justice of the
peace, ncted as coroner.
